
MP welcomes funding to celebrate town’s heritage

AN MP has welcomed a ma¬ 
jor funding boost to secure 
a new museum celebrating 
Stourbridge’s glass making 
heritage. 

The British Glass Foundation has 
secured £2.1m to help transform the 
former Stuart Crystal site, opposite 
the Red House Glass Cone in Words- 
ley near Stourbridge. 

It will become home to a new Museum of 
Glass at the heart of Stourbridge’ Glass Quar¬ 
ter. 

Work to renovate the old glassworks is al¬ 
ready under way by developer Complex De¬ 
velopment Projects Ltd and as well as the 
museum, there will be a stylish apartment 
block and offices. 

The £2.1m funding grant has come from the 
European Regional Development Fund - ERDF 
- and means all the cash for the £5m attraction 
is now in place. 

Stourbridge MP Margot James said: “I would 
like to congratulate the British Glass Founda¬ 
tion on their tireless work to secure this vital 
ERDF money for the new Museum of Glass. 

“I am certain that the renowned collection 
which will be held on the site will draw in thou¬ 
sands of glass enthusiasts, and will be very ben¬ 
eficial for the local economy. 

Grateful 

“The new museum building will also serve as 
a fitting tribute to our local glass making tradi¬ 
tion, which dates back 400 years.” 

Heritage bosses earlier welcomed the funding 
boost towards the £5m project. 

Graham Knowles, chairman of the British 
Glass Foundation, said: “The BGF’s trustees 
are extremely grateful to Margot James for 
attending various meeting with us and for her 
invaluable support over the last couple of years. 

“There is no doubt this helped us to secure 
ERDF funding for the new visitor attraction 
at the White House Cone site which will also 
bring significant European funding into Dud¬ 
ley. Margot’s commitment during this period 
went above and beyond what we could have 
expected from her.” 

The new museum which will be at the heart 
of the area’s glassmaking heritage will be a 
‘beacon of excellence’, trustee Graham Fisher 
said. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, cabinet member 
for planning and economic development, added: 
“We are delighted to have received the offer of 
European funding as without this, the new mu¬ 
seum project would not have happened.”

Mosque row rumbles 
on as offer rejected 

A PROPOSED cash deal for a new Dudley 
mosque has been rejected by the council. 

Dudley Muslim Association (DMA) had 
made a £325,000 offer to bring an end to 
the dispute over plans for a replacement 
mosque. It was unanimously rejected by 
the council’s cabinet. 

It means the long-running saga will rum¬ 
ble on with the two sides now set to return 
to the High Court in October. 

An action group of councillors and 
mosque leaders could be formed to look 
at sites other than that proposed off Hall 
Street.

Quad biker dies 
days after fall 

A MAN who suffered serious head inju¬ 
ries after falling from a quad bike died 
three days after the accident. 

Ricky Hudson fell while riding along 
Quinton Road West, in Quinton, near 
Halesowen, last Tuesday, August 11, at 
around 6.50pm. 

The 41 -year-old father-of-three, from 
the Quinton area, was taken to Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital, Birmingham, but 
died on Friday morning. 

The ‘devoted’ father had supported 
his wife through cancer treatment.

AN armed robber brandishing a knife 
made off with a haul of cash after forcing 
open the till at a petrol station. 

The man, described as Asian and 
around 5ft 8in tall, wearing a zip up hoodie, 
walked into the Shell petrol station in Bret- 
tell Lane, Brierley Hill just before 8.30pm 
last Thursday and pulled out a knife. 

Staff saw him approaching and hid in a 
nearby room as he jumped the counter, 
forced the till open and stole cash.

Action demanded over 
hospital parking fees 

POLITICIANS have called for 
Government intervention after 
it was revealed hospitals in the 
region charge up to six times 
more for an hour’s parking than 
at their nearest public car parks. 

Visitors have to fork out up to £2.60 
for short stay parking at their local 
hospital - but are charged as little as 
40p for a council car park. 

Sandwell Hospital and Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital currently charge the most for 
an hour’s parking at £2.60, while council 
car parks across Sandwell charge just 40p 
for an hour. 

In Dudley, motorists can pay just 60p 
for an hour at a council car parks. Rates 
at Russells Hall Hospital were recently in¬ 
creased, with an hour’s parking rising from 
£2 by another 60p. 

Charges are slightly lower at Wolver¬ 
hampton’s New Cross Hospital, where 
visitors pay £2.30 for an hour. City centre 
council-owned car parks charge as little as 
60p for the same amount of time, though 
bosses at New Cross pointed out that their 
long-stay prices are cheaper than many city 
centre car parks. 

Private 

In Walsall, the Manor Hospital charges 
£2 for an hour. People parking on council 
car parks in the town must pay for up to 
two hours, which costs either £1 or £1.10. 

Private car parking firm NCP allows mo¬ 
torists to park in Church Street, Wolver¬ 
hampton, for an hour for just 50p. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin said he 
would call on the Government to take ac¬ 
tion, while Councillor Bill Etheridge, who 
famously quit his role as a hospital gover¬ 
nor over the issue, branded the price hike 
‘utterly disgusting’. 

He said the charges ‘go against the prin¬ 
ciples’ on which the NHS was founded. 

The Royal Wolverhampton Trust, which 
runs New Cross, said tariffs were compared 
with other hospitals each year and that the 
‘charges reflect this comparison’. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust said its 
rates were ‘comparable to trusts in the 
local area’ and offers weekly concessionary 
passes. The Dudley Group NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust, which runs Russells Hall, de¬ 
clined to comment. 


Spooky puppet a YouTube hit

A SPOOKY puppet has been filmed 
apparently moving in a cabinet - 
and has become an internet hit. 

The creepy marionette been 
captured on film moving inside a 
sealed cabinet in the dead of night 
and has attracted more than 14,000 
likes on YouTube. 

Paranormal investigator, Jayne 
Harris, 32, of Stourbridge, stored 
it inside a glass container and re¬ 
corded it every night for three 
months - after its previous owner 
claimed it tried to choke him to 


death. Last month her cameras 
caught the chilling moment that 
the wooden doll appears to come 
to life. 

Night vision footage shows the 
puppet’s operating cross slowly 
moving upright before crashing 
into one of the sealed box’s glass 
panes. 

Jayne, who specialises in investi¬ 
gations of haunted dolls, said: “I’ve 
never had anything as exciting as 
this. I’ve caught pictures of mists, 
orbs and shadows but nothing as 


physical as this video evidence. 
Normally you expect to see an orb 
or a shadow, but as soon as I saw a 
bit of movement and a glint from 
the metal hooks it made me jump 
and I knew we’d recorded some¬ 
thing important. 

“Our ultimate goal is to find out 
as much as we can about the spirit 
and then try to understand why he 
is still here,” she added. 

Jayne has been investigating 
spiritual attachment to haunted 
puppets for 17 years.

A design and access statement that 
was submitted with the plans said the 
change would enhance the building 
which has been targeted by vandals 
since closing two years ago. 

However, the plans have now been 
withdrawn before they were due to come 
before Dudley Council.

Cheekbone 
broken by 
husband in 
row at pub 

A MAN fractured his wife’s cheek¬ 
bone after hitting and pushing her to 
the ground during a pub row. 

Lee Prescott lashed out at his wife 
Jemma after the argument broke out 
at The Lawnswood pub, Wordsley, 
during the early hours of March 2. 

Prescott, 48, of Hill Morton Road, 
Four Oaks, Sutton Coldfield, was seen 
to strike her in the face before push¬ 
ing her to the ground. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
she had fallen to the ground following 
the push and hit her head. 

Mr Patrick Sullivan, prosecuting, 
said: “She remonstrated with her hus¬ 
band before leaving the pub. 

“She was seen by a passer-by, who 
knew her, and saw that she was in 
distress.” 

Mr Sullivan said Mrs Prescott had 
suffered brushing over her left eye, 
blood in the same eye and a minimally 
displaced cheekbone fracture. She was 
treated at Russell’s Hall Hospital and 
has since made a full recovery. 

Prescott pleaded guilty to a charge 
of grievous bodily harm and, at the 
crown court last week, he was given a 
10-month prison sentence suspended 
for two years and ordered to pay his 
wife £500 compensation. 

Prescott also has to pay the prose¬ 
cution costs of £320 and a £100 victim 
surcharge. 

The court was told Mrs Prescott 
had not pursued a prosecution and it 
looked like they would reconcile. 

Mr Simon Hanns, defending, said 
his client was ‘remorseful and thor¬ 
oughly ashamed’ of his actions. 

Business rates 
scam warning 

TRADERS are being warned over a 
business rates scam after a Dudley 
firm fell victim. 

In exchange for a fee of more than 
£1,000, the company was led to be¬ 
lieve it would have its business rates 
reduced on appeal. Instead the bogus 
service merely lodged the necessary 
paperwork with the valuation office - 
something which can be done for free. 

Dudley Council said the fees paid 
could outweigh any benefit gained and 
rates may also be increased. 

The bogus firms particularly target 
small businesses which are advised 
to ask anyone offering the service for 
contact details of past clients. 

Councillor Rachel Harris said: “Our 
advice is to say no to firms who cold 
call offering a rating appeal service.”

We did it! Students 
make A-level grades 


THERE were jubilant scenes across 
Dudley as students celebrated A-lev¬ 
el success. 

Two years of hard work paid off, with a 
number of schools and colleges recording 
their best ever results. 

The overall pass rate across the West Midlands 
rose by 0.3 per cent this year to 98.1 per cent. 

Ellowes Hall Sports College in Lower Gornal 
posted record breaking results, with students re¬ 
cording the school’s highest ever average points 
score and more than 50 per cent of entries at A2 
or equivalent being awarded grades A* or A. 

Headteacher Alan Jasper said: “We wish to 
congratulate all our sixth form students on their 
outstanding results this summer.” 

At Dudley College the pass rate increased for 
the third year in a row, while at Bishop Milner 
Catholic College, 48 per cent of results were at 
A*-B grades and 75 per cent came in at A*-C, 
while the ACE Academy in Tipton saw a 100 per 
cent A-Level pass rate. 

Elsewhere, Barr Beacon School is celebrat¬ 
ing the school’s best ever results with so many 
A*s that Executive Headteacher Dame Maureen 
Brennan has described them as ‘stellar’. 

Quarter 

It was a similar story at George Salter Acad¬ 
emy in West Bromwich, with 78 per cent of stu¬ 
dents achieving three or more A*-C grades . 

Sandwell College’s Central Sixth students se¬ 
cured a 100 per cent pass rate in 20 different sub¬ 
jects, and a 99 per cent pass rate overall. Dudley 
Sixth Form saw an improvement on last year’s 
results with a 98.3 per cent pass rate. Principal 
Lowell Williams said: “It’s a good news story all 
round for our A-level students.” 

Halesowen College celebrated a 99 per cent 
pass rate at A-level. 

At Wolverhampton Grammar School, a quarter 
of students got a clean sheet of A* and A grades, 
while 72 per cent of all A level passes were at 
grades A-B. At The Royal School Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, one in five A-levels were graded at either A 
or A*, while half of all maths results were A-B. 

St Edmund’s Catholic Academy in Wolver¬ 
hampton saw 100 per cent of students achieve 
A-levels and 20 per cent of the grades achieved 
were at A* or A. 

At Tettenhall College more than half of all stu¬ 
dents gained A*-C grades, while a quarter of pu¬ 
pils achieved the top A* or A grades. The overall 
pass rate was 92 per cent 

Wolverhampton Girls’ High School saw 49 
per cent awarded either A* or A, while 41 girls 
achieved three or more A* or A grades.

Record number off to universities 


A RECORD number of students 
are heading to university this year 
despite a narrow drop in the num¬ 
ber of top A-level grades nation¬ 
wide, official figures show. 

The number of boys and girls 
awarded the coveted A* and A 
grades dipped to 25.9 per cent, 
down 0.1 per cent on last year. But 
the overall pass rate has risen to 
98.1 per cent. University admis¬ 
sions service Ucas said 409,410 


people had already been accepted 
on to higher education courses in 
the UK, up three per cent on last 
year. 

Official figures also suggest that 
students have tried to increase 
their chances of gaining entry to 
top universities by taking more 
traditional subjects such as maths, 
science, modern languages and 
English literature. Schools min¬ 
ister Nick Gibb claimed the rise 


in students taking facilitating 
subjects is ‘clear proof that the 
Government’s introduction of 
the English Baccalaureate perfor¬ 
mance measure at GCSE has en¬ 
couraged more people to continue 
studying core academic subjects. 

The EBacc recognises students 
who achieve at least a C at GCSE 
in English, maths, two sciences, 
history or geography and a lan¬ 
guage.

IN the United States (where else?) law¬ 
yers acting for comedians and comedy 
writers are threatening to claim damages 
against people who nick jokes from Twitter 
and other sources and then recycle them 
as their own.

Bricks nicked from side of home 


BRAZEN thieves have stolen more 
than 200 bricks from a footpath at a 
Quarry Bank home. 

Homeowner Gary Brookes, aged 
53, discovered the theft as he put out 
his bins. 

The ‘Brick Nicker’ ripped up more 
than 200 historic bricks from the 
footpath at the side of his property, 
off New Street.

Just last month, a thief - named 
the Darlaston Brick Nicker - tar¬ 
geted a public footpath, stealing 
more than 50 blue Victorian bricks 
during three raids in as many 
months.

Fewer stray 
dogs found 
on streets 
of borough 

FEWER dogs are being picked up 
on the streets of Dudley and more of 
those rescued are being returned to 
their owners, following campaigns by 
officers. 

From April to June this year, the 
council’s stray dog collection service 
picked up 57 animals compared to 99 
in the same period the previous year. 

Of the 57 strays, 32 were claimed 
by their owners, with only 26 of those 
found being microchipped. The pre¬ 
vious year 45 of the 99 strays were 
claimed by owners. 

The snapshot reflects what has 
been a general drop in the number of 
strays across the borough since 2012. 

In 2014-15, 355 dogs were collected 
compared to 522 the previous year 
and 562 in 2012-13. 

Councillor Rachel Harris, said: 
“It is great to see such a drop in the 
number of stray dogs across Dudley. 
We have regular sessions to promote 
responsible dog ownership. Owners 
have a responsibility to ensure their 
dogs are well looked after and do not 
cause a nuisance to the public and 
other pet owners. Dogs must wear a 
collar and identity disc with name, ad¬ 
dress and telephone number.” 

From next April there will be a 
legal requirement that all dogs must 
be micro chipped and registered to an 
approved database by the time they 
are eight weeks old. 

The council stages regular events 
in partnership with the RSPCA and 
Dog’s Trust where owners can bring 
along their pet to be microchipped for 
free while they wait. 

Snooker club's 
brighter future 

A FORMER snooker club with a ‘dark 
history’ that closed after a string of 
concerns including violence and al¬ 
leged drug-taking could reopen to 
host boxing and wrestling. 

The On Cue Snooker Club, in Crad- 
ley Heath, had its licence taken away 
after concerns had been raised about 
the venue almost two years ago. 

Sandwell Council’s licensing panel 
members claimed the venue has been 
open out of hours and ‘run in a man¬ 
ner that promoted violence and disor¬ 
der’. 

Now the Halesowen Road venue 
will be run by a new operator and 
called Georges Snooker and Sports 
Bar. Ward councillor Julie Webb met 
with the operator and said she was 
reassured. “This building has a dark 
history,” she said. 

Barclays to shut 
down premises 

BARCLAYS has announced it will 
close its Old Hill branch later this 
year. The bank in Halesowen Road 
will shut in November. 

Bosses said they had taken the deci¬ 
sion due to a fall in customers and the 
fact there are other branches nearby.

Concerns over 
council data leaks 

SENSITIVE personal information 
has been stolen or leaked in more 
than 300 data breaches by council’s 
in the Black Country and South Staf¬ 
fordshire over three years, new fig¬ 
ures claim. 

Sandwell Council has the second 
worst record in the country when it 
comes to confidential data breaches, 
with 187 instances recorded between 
2011 and 2014. Wolverhampton coun¬ 
cil also featured in the top 10, with 
100 breaches. 

Dudley Council saw six cases over 
the period, three of which resulted in 
disciplinary measures. 

In the UK there were 4,236 data 
breaches over the period. Privacy 
campaigners say this shows councils 
are failing to protect information. 

Library to shut for 
essential works 

LYE Library will be closed for two 
weeks from September 14 for essen¬ 
tial repair works. 

Ceiling plaster work will be com¬ 
pleted and carpet replaced. Users can 
return and renew items at set times.

Dudley Council for Voluntary Ser¬ 
vice (CVS) took over the day-to-day 
running of the building from Dudley 
Council in February. 

Andy Gray, chief officer of CVS, 
said: “The first six months have been 
focussed on re-engaging with Brierley 
Hill people, councillors, traders and 


charities who like us all want their 
Civic Hall to flourish. 

“We’ve had great support from 
Dudley Council who’ve been open 
to new ideas for activities that could 
happen there and how we could make 
the Civic Hall more appealing.

Man stole £163,000 

for gambling debts 


A GAMBLING addict who stole 
£163,000 from his employers to pay 
off debts has been locked up for 
more than two years. 

Daniel Weaver used his role as a pur¬ 
chase ledger clerk for ATE Group, at 
Wolverhampton’s Boundary Industri¬ 
al Estate, to direct fake invoices worth 
£163,676.85 into his bank account be¬ 
tween November 2012 and June 2015, a 
court was told. 

When it became clear the company had rum¬ 
bled Weaver, aged 26, he fled to London, where 
he was eventually found in a casino. 

Weaver’s persistent thefts, used to pay off 
gambling debts, had a ‘significant impact’ on 
business at ATE Group and if his activities 
had been discovered any later, bosses would 
have had to consider making other members of 
staff redundant, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

Prosecuting, Mr David lies said: “The 
amount was stolen over a period of some time. 
To his credit, he helped police track down 
where the money had gone as soon as he had 
been caught.” 

Weaver, from Cott Lane, Kingswinford, who 
pleaded guilty to theft, had no previous convic¬ 
tions and the court heard that until he started 
to take the money, he had built a reputation as 
a trusted worker. 

However, when his gambling debts piled up, 
he had used the money stolen to try and recoup 
his losses through more betting. 

He was handed a 26-month prison sentence, 
of which he must serve half before being re¬ 
leased on license. His behaviour had affected 
the company to the point that it posted a 
£9,000 loss in 2014, the same year Weaver stole 
£60,523. 

Defending, Mr Oliver Woodhouse, said the 
scale of what Weaver had been doing came as a 
shock to those who knew him. 

He said: “The defendant started gambling 
at age 19, placing football accumulators on the 
weekend. He always had a bit of spare cash be¬ 
cause he lived with his parents and could afford 
to place these bets. 

“He believes the turning point for him came 
when he placed a £5 bet that came in, winning 
him £3,500. From there, he started to chase 
that feeling of winning big and of course it 
never happened for him” 

Recorder Dean Kershaw said he had no 
choice but to send him to prison for 26 months.

Borough sees a 
rise in claimants 

DUDLEY Borough saw one of the big¬ 
gest rises in people claiming Jobseek¬ 
er’s Allowance in the West Midlands 
last month. 

Claimant numbers were up 359 to 
5,170 in the borough in July, but the 
Department of Work and Pensions 
says it was a ‘blip’ as the trend is for a 
fall in both unemployment and claim¬ 
ants. 

Since January borough claimants 
are down 1,799 or 26 per cent. 

Wyre Forest, including Kiddermin¬ 
ster, saw claimant numbers up 29 to 
735 and South Staffs up two at 741. 

Floodlights to be 
installed at school 

SIX floodlights will be installed at a 
school in Kingswinford, despite doz¬ 
ens of objections from residents. 

The 8m high lights will flank sports 
pitches at The Crestwood School, 
Bromley Lane. 

A petition opposing the plan was 
signed by 51 neighbours to the school. 

Proposals were unanimously passed 
by councillors on Dudley Council’s de¬ 
velopment control committee recently. 

The lights can be used until 9pm 
from Monday to Friday and until 6pm 
on Saturday, with no usage allowed on 
Sundays.

A NEW support group is being set 
up for people in Dudley who care for 
someone living with an eating disor¬ 
der. The emphasis will be for carers 
to exchange ideas, share experiences 
and give mutual support. 

Initially, people are invited to make 
contact and receive more information.

Imagine you have a seriously ill relative, 
and spend three-to-four hours a day vis¬ 
iting them. Isn’t that traumatic enough, 
without paying more than £50 a week for 
the privilege? And then, of course, you 
will be charged for an extra hour because 
of the absurd queue at the paypoint when 
visiting time finishes. This is exactly what 
a man queuing at the pay station told me 
he was having to do while his wife was 
in hospital. 

It is outrageous enough that councils 
charge shoppers to use the car parks we 
already own, but at least we can take our 
custom elsewhere. Hospitals, though, 
have a captive market, and they know it. 
■ ■ ■ ■ 

STAYING on the subject, Dudley town 
centre traders have hit out at the £6.5 mil¬ 
lion revamp of the market place, saying 
the money would have been better spend 
providing car parking. And in matters 
completely unconnected, Rex Johnson 
the jeweller is leaving town after more 
than 40 years. 

Meanwhile in Wolverhampton, E Marsh 
furniture store has moved out of the city 
centre after more than a century because 
of the pedestrianisation frenzy gripping 
the city. Still what do they know? They’re 
only traders, and they haven’t yet bought 
into the local government vision of vast 
hordes flocking to our shop-free towns to 
admire the block paving.

He 
also sent for Cynthia, who he had left back 
home with their seven eldest children. She 
arrived in 1955 with the youngsters and they 
went on to have six more. 

All together, the couple had Clarence, now 
74, Kenneth, 72, Madge, 70, Claudette, 68, 
Gloria, 65, John, 64, Adrian, 62, Joy, 59, Clive, 
58, Carlton, 56, and twins Byron and Dennis, 
52. Another son, Glen died in infancy. 

The Taylors also branched out to set up the 
haulage business, BL Taylor and Sons and the 
Caribbean Express coach firm that ran trips to 
places such as Blackpool and Skegness. 

The businesses were in Upper Villiers 
Street, Blakenhall, where they were also the 
landlords of six houses. They had a home in 
Himley Road, Dudley, which Sir Lenny Hen¬ 


ry’s parents once rented. Mr Taylor died in 
2006 aged 86 in Florida, where he was setting 
up another property venture. 

Mrs Taylor, who is now 94, was honoured 
by her huge family at a gathering at Bilston’s 
Hickman Park. More than 100 relatives at¬ 
tended, with some meeting their cousins, 
aunts and uncles for the first time.

Byron, a solicitor, of Penshore Close, Pende- 
ford, added: “Dad ran his businesses from our 
home. Life was hectic and challenging, as can 
be expected with a large family to look after. 

“He ran the Caribbean Express, which was 
a 52-seater coach, until the 1980s. He was also 
a sub contractor for other coach firms such as 
Don Everall. He also bought property in Flor¬ 
ida. He was very enterprising.” 

Son Kenneth, a retired mechanic, who now 
lives in London, added: “I came over in 1961 
and I used to go around with dad doing build¬ 
ing work. He was a jack of all trades and a 
hard worker. 

“He had some tipper lorries and I used to 
drive one of them. He had contracts with com¬ 
panies like McAlpine and we used to deliver 
materials used for building the M6 motorway.” 

Son Clarence, a father of 10, of Fowler 
Street, Blakenhall, said they were a loving 


family that held traditional values. “My mum 
and dad were very loving parents,” he said. 
“They taught us the meaning of love and re¬ 
spect. Mom is a practising Christian and goes 
to the Seventh Day Adventist Church in Ox¬ 
ford Street.” 

The celebration saw the Taylors take part 
in a photoshoot in the park followed by a meal 
at Wolverhampton Sickle Cell Care, where 
daughter Claudette is the centre director. 

Granddaughter Annobelle Taylor, 23, an 
administrator, of Clark Road, Compton, says: 
“There are no words to describe today. It’s 
just been amazing to meet up with everyone. 
Granny is also here. Days like this are bril¬ 
liant.” 

Celebration organiser, son Dennis, of 
Goldthorn Crescent, Goldthorn Park, con¬ 
cluded: “Our family has come a long waysince 
the early days here.”

MEMORY LANE 


Report by Carl Chinn 


VIVID news film of the con¬ 
flicts in Spain, Abyssinia and 
China of the mid-1930s on¬ 
wards brought home to the 
British people the awfulness 
of modern warfare. 

Mostly because it not only af¬ 
fected those in the Armed Forces, 
but it also devastated the lives of 
countless numbers of civilians. 

Distressing footage showed the 
panic of old men, women and chil¬ 
dren as they fled air raids and the 
onslaughts of enemy troops. It 
made plain the gruesome injuries, 
maimings and corpses. And it re¬ 
vealed clearly the havoc, desola¬ 
tion and inhumanity of war. 

The effects of aerial bombing in par¬ 
ticular affected the considerations of 
the British government. As early as 
1935, when appeasement was pursued 


vigorously and rearmament was still 
resisted, procedures were put in place 
for training experts to co-ordinate ci¬ 
vilian responses if war broke out and 
there were raids on Britain’s cities. 

Accordingly, organised evacuation 
was a major feature of wartime prepa¬ 
rations. On September 1, 1939, two 


days before war was declared, national 
and local plans were put into operation 
in Operation Pied Piper. It was the 
biggest movement of people in the his¬ 
tory of Britain. Those who went away 
did so with their schools, and around 
100,000 teachers were involved, acting 
as guardians for their pupils. Some of 


these were as young as five. In later 
evacuations, Tettenhall, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Smethwick were places to 
which London evacuees were sent. 

Among those involved was the fam¬ 
ily of Des Stokes, who asks: “Since 
1946 from time to time I have tried to 
locate the three children who stayed 
with my family. There was a boy 
named Cornelius and his two sisters, 
Pamela and Patricia, all from Croy¬ 
don, Surrey. I never gave up hope of 
finding them and recently our search 
was rewarded, all due to my youngest 
grand-daughter Poppy, aged seven. 

“The school that she attends in St 
Albans in Hertfordshire gave her a 
book to read about the Second World 
War. My daughter suggested that 
Poppy should contact me because I 
had experienced what it was like dur¬ 
ing the air raids. Poppy was commu¬ 
nicating with me via an iPad. Whilst 
I was talking to my granddaughter, I 
was interrupted by my own daughter, 
who suddenly said ‘He is still alive!’. 
‘Who?’, I said, and she read out details 
of a man named Cornelius. 

“She had been using her computer 
and his name was followed by his ad¬ 


dress and contact number. I made a 
note of this and next day phoned the 
number, which was answered immedi¬ 
ately. We had a good chat and it was 
revealed that this was one of the evac¬ 
uees, and both of his sisters were still 
alive. 

“He also gave me the telephone 
number of Pamela, who was overjoyed 
to hear from me when I phoned her, 
as she too had been trying to find us to 
say thank you for caring for them all 
during their stay as evacuees. 

“We hoped that we could meet them 
soon. After 70 years, we had a lot to 
talk about, and it all started with my 
seven-year-old grand-daughter and 
her question about evacuees. We fi¬ 
nally contacted one of the evacuees on 
March 3, 2015 and a date was fixed for 
her to visit us on April 21. Between 
the two dates I had tried to find out 
any details of the dates that evacuees 
had arrived in Smethwick, also which 
school they had attended. I tried the 
Archives in Smethwick and Sandwell 
and ‘Smethwick Heritage’ magazine, 
all to no avail. It was looking as if 
there was no such thing as evacuees 
in Smethwick.” 


Des adds: “Inquiries directed me to 
the Thimblemill Library where I spoke 
to a lady who was on the board of gov¬ 
ernors and she promised to make a few 
phone calls. 

“She had our phone number and 
contacted us the day after to say that 
my wife and myself together with the 
evacuee could visit the school on April 
22. Whilst conducting this search, I 
was also looking into records on the 
evacuees’ brother, who had spent eight 
months in the Hollies (also known as 
Coopers Lane Open Air School), but 
with no result at all. 

“At long last the evacuee arrived on 
April 21 and next day we all went to 
Uplands School. On arrival the evac¬ 
uee immediately recognised the school 
and proved that she had attended dur¬ 
ing her stay in Mansion Crescent. 

“The guide showed us around and 
at the end produced documents for the 
evacuee and her sister which clearly 
showed her date of birth, when they 
started and when they left. 

“One of the classes intended to do a 
project on the Second World War, and 
both my wife and I will be invited to sit 
in front to answer questions.”

The only unanswered question is, if the Japa¬ 
nese had not surrendered to the apocalypse and devastation 
of the first two A-bombs, how many more A-bombs were 
the Americans prepared to drop on the Japanese people?

Stakes run high 
in Labour contest

OH Andy, well you came and 
you gave without taking, but 
will they send you away? 

For Andy Burnham, who vis¬ 
ited Brierley Hill last weekend, 
the stakes are far higher in this 
long-running and increasingly 
bitter leadership contest. 

Coming fourth in the 2010 election - 
behind even Ed Balls, who lost his own 
seat in Parliament five years later - he 
went into this bout with more to prove 
than the others. 

But as the frontrunner when the 
competition opened he is also the one 
many would consider to have the best 
chance of seeing off the challenge 
of Jeremy Corbyn - a task that gets 
tougher as the left-winger soars ever 
higher in the opinion polls. 

Damage 

One of his biggest challenges, how¬ 
ever, will be if he actually does win. 

Frequently, when Ed Miliband 
raised the NHS at Prime Minister’s 
Questions, David Cameron would 
point to the Mid-Staffordshire scandal 
as a way of shutting down the debate. 

What happens when the former 
health secretary who decided against 
a public inquiry, fearing it would dam¬ 
age the trust beyond repair, addresses 
the PM? 

The weekly question time is little 
more than an opportunity for grand- 
standing and showing off and Mr 
Burnham would undoubtedly fight his 
corner. Tom Watson, the West Brom¬ 
wich East MP, remains the favourite 
to become deputy leader of the Labour 
party. 

But as Liz Kendall’s chances of

becoming Labour leader begin to 
resemble those of an ice cream on a 
barbecue, a couple of her supporters 
have been made an offer they almost 
certainly can refuse. 

Wolverhampton MPs Pat McFad- 
den and Emma Reynolds both nomi¬ 
nated the shadow care minister. 

The two prominent players on the 
green benches, one shadow Europe 
minister and one shadow communi¬ 
ties secretary, find themselves not 
exactly relishing the prospect of a 
Corbyn victory. 

Step forward Gavin Williamson, the 
affable and always smiling Tory MP 
for South Staffordshire. 

“I’d be very willing to extend an 
olive branch to Pat and Emma if they 
ever wanted to join the Conservative 
party,” he said.

I’d imagine there’s more likelihood 
of the MPs paying the £9.99 to join 
the Official Monster Raving Loony 
Party than take up that offer but it’s 
always nice to be invited. 

Lichfield Conservative MP Michael 
Fabricant was sacked as a party vice 
chairman for his outspoken opposi¬ 
tion to high speed rail. 

But Jeremy Corbyn has questioned 
it as well and if he wins the Labour 
leadership and changes direction on 
HS2, it could upset the cross party 
consensus. 

Mr Fabricant had pondered throw¬ 
ing in £3 to sign up as a Labour sup¬ 
porter and vote for Mr Corbyn. 

Although with Labour having been 
on the look out for ‘entryists’, such 
a prominent Tory would have surely 
rung a few alarm bells.

pparently, just as a performance 
is about to begin, acclaimed 
British double bassist Chi-Chi 
Nwanoku feels as if she’s taking her 
marks at the starting blocks on an 
athletics track. 

Then, when the conductor’s baton 
comes down, Nwanoku is straight out 
of the blocks, working towards the 
finishing line. 

Actually, this admission from the 
London-based musician of Nigerian 
and Irish descent isn’t that surprising, 
because from the age of eight, Chi-Chi 
was destined for an international career 
as a 100-metre sprinter. 

At 16, she narrowly missed qualifying 
for the 1972 Munich Olympics, and two 
years later was on track for the next 
Games in Montreal. 

Then disaster struck - a knee injury 
meant that she could never again 
compete at a national level. 

Devastated, she returned to school, 
and thankfully discovered that fate had 
something positive in store for her 
- music. 

Nowadays, Nwanoku is established 
as principal bass with the Orchestra of 


the Age of Enlightenment, as well as 
being a chamber-music performer and 
professor of double-bass studies at 
London’s Trinity College of Music. 

She is also the host of a weekly 
requests programme on BBC Radio 3 
and was a jury member of BBC2’s 
Classical Star. 

Tonight, she joins Katie Derham for 
this week’s jam-packed edition of 
weekly magazine show Proms Extra. 

The pair will be joined by baritone 
Roderick Williams, who may be feeling 
a little sleepy after performing Bach’s 
much-loved Magnificat, Mass in G 
minor and Brandenburg Concerto No. 

2 alongside the BBC Singers and the 
Academy of Ancient Music during last 
night’s Late Night Prom at the Royal 
Albert Hall. 

Williams will also be looking forward 
to his next Proms appearance on 
September 11 when he is taking to the 
stage alongside conductor Sir Simon 
Rattle and the Vienna Philharmonic to 
sing part of Elgar’s intoxicating The 
Dream of Gerontius. 

Among the other Proms highlights up 
for discussion tonight are Bach’s solo 


violin works, which were performed so 
memorably by violinist Alina Ibragimova 
at the end of July.

Finally, there is footage and 
discussion of Daniel Barenboim’s West- 
Eastern Divan Orchestra, who 
performed at the Albert Hall on 
Tuesday in a concert that was 
broadcast last night on BBC4. 

Barenboim took to the piano to play 
a trio of challenging pieces 
- Beethoven’s Triple Concerto, 
Schoenberg’s Chamber Symphony 
and Tchaikovsky’s Fourth Symphony.

STOURBRIDGE came from be¬ 
hind twice to claim all three 
points in a thrilling match at 
Amblecote against Nantwich 
Town. 

The visitors took the lead after 15 
minutes when Glassboys keeper Char¬ 
lie Price could only punch the ball to 
Matt Bell, who calmly netted. 

But Karl Hawley drew the scores level after 38 
minutes when he was first to react to a rebound 
in the box. 

The scores stayed level until four minutes 
into the second period when the Cheshire side 
regained the advantage. A corner was only half- 
cleared and Darren Thornton lobbed the ball 
over the keeper into the net. 

Stourbridge were level almost immediately 
when Hawley grabbed his second from the edge 
of the area. 

The Glassboys were then awarded a penalty 
when Matt Dodd was felled in the area on 59 
minutes, and he took the kick himself to make 
it 3-2. 

Stourbridge had a two-goal cushion after Kay- 
leden Brown scored, but the home side faced a 
nervy last few minutes after a Matty Kosylo pen¬ 
alty made it 4-3. 

Stourbridge are ninth in the Evo-Stik Premier.

But Glassboys boss Gary Hackett refused to

WOLVES played their best football of the open¬ 
ing three games of the season and carved out 
enough opportunities to have won two games. 

Relegated Hull City, with seasoned Premier 
League players such as Tom Huddlestone, Mi¬ 
chael Dawson and Nikica Jelavic still in their 
ranks, represent on paper the toughest opposi¬ 
tion Wolves will face in the opening two months 
of the season. 

And Wolves more than held their own, only 
struggling to contain the hugely impressive 
Chuba Akpom who created several chances for 
himself.
